City’s Business Falls Below 
State For Spring Quarter 

Gain In Sales On Steady Increase As 
New Businesses Open During Year 

Although Sierra Madre businesses reporting to the 
State Board of Equalization seem to be below the State 
of California as a whole, they did rack up a very nice 

gain for the second quarter- 

of the year 1977. For those 
holding sales permits in 
Sierra Madre they showed a 
total business for the second 
quarter of 1977 at $1,696,000, 
as compared to the same 
period of 1976 for a total of 
$1,389,000 or a gain of $307,- 
000 or 4.5 per cent. 

All businesses in Sierra 
Madre did not fair so well 
as the 1977 total showed that 
$2,335,000 in total business 
for a second quarter gain of 
$501,000 or only 2.8 per cant. 

Concerning the State of 
California as a whole, 

George R. Reilly, member, 

State Board of Equalization, 
announced that the increase 
over the spring 1976 was the 
largest annual gain in more 
than 20 years, except for the 
spring of 1973. Sales records 
for this period soared to 


$24.8 billion, up $4.1 billion 
or 20 per cent over the 
spring quarter of last year. 

One of the reasons that 
the State of California sales 
soared was the automobile 
sales record which surged, as 
new car dealers registered 
at 27.5 per cent increase in 
sales. Another factor in the 
state gain was the whopping 
gain of the lumber and 
building materials dealers 
who registered an incerase 
of 42 per cent during the 
quarter. Durable goods out¬ 
paced nom-durables, gaining 
23.9 and 14.4 per cent. 


Murderess To 
Be Sentenced 
On Oct. 28 

The trial of Norma Jeane 
Bevins, confessed murder of 
her mother in an apartmeni 
building on North Baldwin 
Avenue during the latter 
part of March of this year, 
was terminated in Judge 
Olson’s Court in Pasadena 
and sent to the Jury Thurs¬ 
day, September 29 about 
noon. 

The Jury deliberated and 
returned a verdict of Volun¬ 
tary Manslaughter. Judge 
Olson set the date for sen¬ 
tencing as Friday, Octo¬ 
ber 28. 

Discussing the situation 
with the defenda n t. she 
maintains that she should 
receive a sentence of some¬ 
where in the vicinity of three 
years. Having already served 
six months, she expects to be 
eligible for parole in about 
a year and a half. She ex¬ 
pects to be sent to Tahachapi 
or a women’s prison close to 
Chino. Of course all of this 
will be entirely up to Judge 
Olson on October 28.

WARNING 

Crime Resistance Alert 
Con Artists — And Their Schemes 

One of the most despicable thieves prowling our streets 
today is the confidence swindler — a scoundrel who often 
preys on our elderly citizens. Regardless of the number 
of warnings issued by police departments, many older 
Americans are still being bilked out of their life savings 
by con artists using such swindles at the Bank Examiner 
Scheme and the Pigeon Drop Swindle. 

Recognizing the earmarks of these schemes can help 
you to avoid falling victim to them. Here, then i s how 
they work. 

In the Bank Examiner Scheme ,the con artist, posing 
as a bank officer or a police officer, asks you to with¬ 
draw money from your bank account so that he may trap 
a dishonest teller. After you make the withdrawal, you 
are to meet the swindler away from the bank and give 
him the money so he can "compare the serial numbers” 
and arrest the employees. The money, according to the 
con man will be immediately redeposited to your ac¬ 
count. Once you give the money to the phoney officer, 
he goes back into the bank — and then out another 
door with all your money. Of course, he does not work 
for the 'bank. He makes his living cheating people. 

The Pigeon Drop is usually worked by two or more 
con women. The first swindler pretends to find a money- 
filled envelope laying near your feet on the street. The 
swindler’s partner walks up and demands that the finder 
split the large sum of money three ways. It is suggested 
that the three of you put up five hundred or a thousand 
dollars in “good faith” money. You are selected to hold 
all the money for thirty days. If no one claims the lost 
money, the three of you will meet again in the same 
spot and split the find. You, of course, are to hand your 
“good faith” money over to the other two women. All 
the money is wrapped and tied. You are given the en¬ 
velope that was found. It now actually contains cut-up 
newspapers, the money having been switched by the swind¬ 
lers during the wrapping. Of course, by the time you be¬ 
come suspicious and look into the package the con artists 
are long gone with your “good faith” money. You are the 
pigeon. 

A cripie resistance technique that I strongly advocate 
is to make sure that you and everyone that you know, 
especially senior citizens, are aware of how swindlers 
work. Always beware of strangers offering secret get- 
rich-quick propositions — deals which must be acted upon 
immediately. Remember, very few people will give you 
something for nothing.

Dear Editor: 

Please permit me to use 
this column to express my 
protest against a paragraph 
in the latest bulletin of the 
Friends of Sierra Made Lib¬ 
rary. 

I have beer, a member of 
the “Friends” for several 
years ar.d have backed them 
in their many activities in 
providing additional serv¬ 
ices at the library to the 
residents of our community. 

However. I now believe 
the officers are overstepping 
their bounds in attempting 
to “flex their muscles” in 
order to put pressure on the 
City’s elected officials. This 
can be the only interpreta¬ 
tion one can make of the 
paragraph noting that the 
“Friends is the largest block 
of voters” within the com¬ 
munity. 

In other words they are 
saying to the officials “You 
had better vote our way in 
conjunction with library ex¬ 
pansion if you want to stay 
in office.” 

Of course, the next logical 
step to this would be some 
cfticer, or member, who fig¬ 
ures they are popular 
enough, to place their name 
in nomination for Council, ■ 
with the backing of the 
“Friends” with the promise 
of getting the expansion. We 
have then become a full- 
fledged political organiza¬ 
tion. No thank you. 

I resent being made a 
party to a pressure group 
by assumption. I certainly 
did not join the "Friends” to 
play “politics” or to be re¬ 
ferred to as a “block.” 

I have always felt that the 
library should attempt to get 
along with the 30 cents on 
the tax rate where it was 
“locked-in” a few years ago. 
With the major increases in 
assessments we have had in 
Sierra Madre, this amount is 
considerable. Now we are 
approaching 40 cents on the 
tax rate and seeking over a 
half-million to increase the 
size Of the library that can 
not help but bring that fig¬ 
ure over the 45 cent mark if 
the expansion is completed. 

You can’t operate a bigger 
building, hire more em¬ 
ployees and buy more books 
without increasing the tax 
take. Forty cents of our $2.32 
local tax rate is a pretty fair 
bite and maybe we are try¬ 
ing to over-extend our serv¬ 
ice at the expense of the 
taxpayer. 

I am asking the editor to 
withhold my name from the 
letter, but some of my ex- 
“Friends” will prob ably 
be able to figure me out be¬ 
cause I’ll be missing from 
this year’s membership list 
for the first time in many 
years because I don’t want 
to be a party to the “block 
of voters.”

Needed: A tax cut for Americans. Senators Hayakawa, distress amid the wreckage 
Orrin Hatch (R-Utah), and William Roth (R-Del.) dis- of a nation, 
cussed their tax cut proposals at a press conference in 
Washington on Monday, September 12. Their 'bills, to 
amend the Second Budget Resolution, were defeated by 
the Senate the previous Friday. The. amendments would 
have provided a 10 per cent across the board reduction 
in personal income tax rates. 

Hayakawa said: “A permanent tax rate reduction will 
be good for the economy. Our present high level of taxa¬ 
tion is destroying the incentives of our- people to work 
and to produce, to save and to invest their money. A tax 
reduction will mean more production and more invest¬ 
ment, which will in turn mean real economic growth and 
an expanding tax base.” 

Senator Hayakawa said that “we will increase tax 
revenues by cutting the rate of taxation on our people 
rather than by raising them. We advocate balancing the 
budget by cutting the rate of taxation on our citizens and 
moreating the growth in Federal spending.” 

“However,” he said, "the Democratic Congress has 
made the wrong choice. By rejecting our amendments, the 
Congress has locked us into the situation wihere we will 
be unable to reduce the rates of taxation on the Ameri¬ 
can people until fiscal year 1979.” 

Representatives John Rousselot (R-Calif.) and Jack 
Kemp (D-.N.Y.)., who each had introduced similar tax cut 
legislation in the House, also participated in the press 
conference.
